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instruction is to develop the ability to think more intelligently and more scientifically 
regarding the technical processes employed in the particular industry and to inculcate 
general industrial intelligence. The purpose of the so-called academic courses is 
intelligent citizenship and personal culture [p. 17]. 

The definiteness and concreteness of the subject-matter presented in this 
monograph will be of very great help to teachers of social science in all high 
schools and continuation schools. The discussion of the problem of method 
is illuminating, and the suggestions will prove stimulating and constructive. 
The discussion on the relation of the social-science courses to technical and 
academic subjects will be of value to administrators in working out the curricula 
and programs of their schools. 
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
